Submitted to the Senate—Why the Mi- 


nority DiMent bom the Findings of 


the Majority—Careful Not to 


Exceed Their Power*. 


WABHIHOTOJT, June 21.—The commit- 


tee late this afternoon laid before the 
aenate its report on the cases of the 
eontnmaciOtiB witnesses. 
Senators 


Gray and Lindaay, in dissenting, re- 
ported that they did not believe that 
in onr system of government unlimited 
power is 
deposited by the 
peo- 


ple anywhere, hot that, on the 
other 
hand, limited 
power WM 


conspicuously 
kept 
in 
view by 


the framers of that government. They 
do not feel at liberty, therefore, to im- 
pute to the senate a purpose to pursue 
ends clearly beyond the scope of its 
power. Admitting that inquiry as to 
whether certain persons have made 
contributions to any political party to 
secure or defeat federal legislation ia 
within the competency of the senate to 
make, they deny that it is within such 
competency tp direct an inquiry as to 
who has contributed to the campaign 
fund of any political party without 
reference to the purpose for which the 
contribution was made. 


Therefore, in obedience to the well- 


established rule that where a construc- 
tion is possible which brings a law 
within the enacting power of the leg 
islature, such construction shall ob- 
tain, they have felt compelled to con 
strue the resolution so as to make the 
instruction of the senate to the com-

rland. Sturges, who had been a bog- 
tood friend of the Farwells, acted as 
ihe English promoter. It was his con- 
tention that he had never received ad- 
equate compensation for his services, 
and in his suit, which was mainly car- 
riad forward by Attorney McOrty, of 
New York, he claimed that a total of 
9350,000,000 was due and unpaid.

that, after having been felled, a tree 
may be quickly cut up into desired 
lengths. 
It generally happens that 


when a large tree falls it does not lie 
flat, as its branches hold the upper part 
of its trunk from the ground, and in 
order to squarely cross-cut trees lying 
in such a position it is necessary to in- 
cline the saw somewhat from a vertical 
line. This is readily done by the adjust- 
ing capacity just mentioned.—Cassell's 
Magazine. 


BURNING A NEEDLE. 


How to Perform Tills Curious and Appar- 


ently Impossible Experiment. 


To perform the curious experiment of 


burning a needle, all that is required 
is a jar of oxygen and a few bits of 
cork. Oxygen may be prepared in the 
following way. Procure some chlor- 
ate of .potassium, which is commonly 


sold in a white, crystallized form. On 
being he od, this substance yields all 
its oxy(*> <-, '>f which more than a third 
of its r/oiT'jit is composed. The decom- 
position of i irts, at first slow, becomes 
in a short tuae so rapid that there is 
danger of aa explosion, to obviate 
which it is well praviously to min with 
the chlorate an equal wou/'it of bio^ide 
of maatraaece, a black po%> d jr. These 
two substances bhould be placed in a 
glass connected by a rubber tube with 
a jar or bottle containing water, and 
heated until tho oxygon is all obtained 
Wow take a long, coanxs needle, impale 
a bit of a match on its poiat and inccrt 
its head in a small cork attached by a 
wire to a largo cork ttopper, which 
will cover the mouth of the jar, .This 
apparatus i& shown separately in thu 
cut. Set fire to the match end, and in- 
troduce it while burning into the jar of 
osjgen. The bit of wood barns vivid- 
ly," then the needle becomes incandes- 
ecnt, and with a crackling noise sends 
sparks in every direction until all the 
oxygen is consumf 1 
The effect is 


somewhat like that 
'-odneed by a 


roman candle. The 
ttoni of the jar 


is protected by a goo 'epth of water, 
otherwise it would be inevitably shat- 
tered by the drops of melted oxide of 
iron shed by the needle. 
When the 


process of combustion is cried a little 
ronnd knob is found at the end of the 
needle which has not been burned. 
This is melted oxide of iron, caused by 
combustion.- A thin knitting needle 
may ba burned with equal success in 
the same manner.—Once a Week.
